Hoover Report. Extensive reorganization of the ex 
ecutive branch of the government was recommended last 
year by a special commission headed by former Presi 
dent Herbert Hoover. A Citizens Committee for the 
Hoover Report has been organized to press for legis 
lation to bring about the reorganization plans. Part of 
the proposals would consolidate most federal construc 


tion functions in the Interior Department. 


So far the only reorganization put into effect or ree 
ommended to Congress by the President directly affect 
ing the construction industry has been transfer of the 
Bureau of Public Roads to the Department of Com 
merce There has been no change in the Bureau's 


policie Ss.
